THE DYESTUFFS BILL. 


Protecting the British Industry. 
a . : Landon, December 7. 

. In the House of Commons, moving the second reading ci the 
Dybstotfa Bill, Sir Robert Horne said it prohibited the import, 
except by licence, of synthetic and organic dyes, colours, colouring 

“ matter and intermedista organic dyes. A Licensing Committee 
“would be estshlished, consisting of five representatives of dye 
t consumers, three representatives of dye producers and five neutrals, 
There would be no delay and nodifficulty in granting the Hcence. 
He emphasised that the Government was pledged to protect the dye 
industry against German competition. The Bill.swas Decessary to 
prevent the British dye industry from being killed, makicg us again 
dependent on outside supplies for vita! industries and imperilling 
our very existence in wartime—(Cheers). He anroanced that the 
Government intended to make a Bill dealing with other key 
industries the first Bill in the session. , 
» Mr. Asquith supported the Bill. He declared that the question 
of Free Trade versus Protection did not arise and said his Govern- 
‘; ment was right in granting a subsidy but it was hecessary con- 
” sequently cow to ensure that there would not be unlimited private 
“profit! Corts strpiuses should -be—davotedto-research:— The 
history of the British dye industry was a humiliating chapter. Re 
emphasised the necessity to textile industries of superior quality 
- dyes. The Germans ought not to continue to have a monopoly, but 
as long as we could not produce quality, the manufacturers ought to 
have the freest access to dyes.

‘THE BATHING 
BEACHES: 

NOT TO BERESERVED FOR 

PUBLIC. 


To-day’s Debate in Council. 


Two Unolficials Vote with 
Government. 


The question of retaining the 
bathing beaches at North Point 
and Kenoedy Town for the use 
of the public was raised at to 
day's meeting of the Legislative 
Ceuncil when the Hon. Mr. 
Pollock moved the following re- 
solotion — 

“That it is the duty of the 
Hongkong Government to provide 
tha Pubive with adequate facilities 
for sea-bathing.” . 

The Hon. Mr. Lau Chu Pak 
tormally seconded. * . oF 

The Hor. Mr. Pollock, in 
speaking to his motion, said that 
the subject had to be considered 
ander three headings, the first of 
which “was Narth. Point, : the 
second. Kennedy Town and the 
third Kowloon. The North Point 
problem was one of somewhat 
imminent importince and 
utgency in view of the fact that 
the Government, as he under- 
stood, had for some time past 
been engaged in negotiations 
with certain people with 
reference to the.  acquis- 
jtion-of_-certain land at North 
Point which would include the 
bathing beaches there. The 
North Point bathjng beach was 
started some nine years ago and 
the use of it showed that it was 
steadily growing in the public 
favour. The figores for 1930 
were pectiliarly striking. These 
showed tbat 32,000 odd - people 
toade use of the bathing beaches 
there in that year. If they re- 
gerded the summer season as five 
months, or 150 days, that showed 
on ah average aver 250 perso 
per diem during the’ summer é: 
son used the beaches. 
illustrated that those beaches 
were very much appreciated br 
the public and that the beaches 
were used to a very considerable 
extent. Analysing the. 39,000 odd 
bathers into their component 
parts, they found that 4,617 were 
Evropean civilians, 11,765 wer: 
European soldiers, 3.697 were 
Portuguese, 14.473 were Chi

What- 
ever we max think auou: the matter, the subject has now come into 
the realm of practical politics, and it will be of interest, therefore, 
to see what one of the moderate Labour leaders (Mr. J. H. Thomas, 
M. P.} has to say abou! the matter.. He has jus: written a book on 
the subject, entitled “ When Labour Rules,” and in it he not only 
seeks to show that Labour is fi: to govern, but attempts to explain 
hew it will carry out the task. . 

In" England of To-tnorrow " as Mr. Thomas sees it, most things 
that matter will be nationalised. There will be national ownership 
of railways. mines, canalw, harbours, roads, shipping, electricity, 
liquor, besides a national theaire anil a national opera. Labonr 
will not declare for a Republics; on the contrary, it recognisés the 
wisdom of having a hereditary monarchy. “In many respects the 
workers are even Hore conservative than the Conservatives,” he 
yemarks, “and in none are their views more steadfastly established 
than on this questiun of the head of the State.” Socialists used to 
be identitied with people who wore red neckties and made rude 
remarks about the Crown, but Mr. Thomas is highly appreciatory 
of the services rendered to the Empire by the present King and 
Prince of Wales. But Labour “js no: prepared for a moment to 
countenance a hereditary Upper Chamber”: he is himself a Second 
Chaniber man, and would have it constituted of ’e amall body 
elected on a large geographical basis or a body chosen from the 
House of Commons and containing proportional representation of 
the political parties returned to the Lower Chamber.” So far as the 
workers ate concerned, Mr. Thomas suggests that “a forty-hour 
week is in the realm of practical politics.” He presumes that 
nationalisation will lower prices: he offers no’proof: and he admits 
that war control “has often enough only kept up prices.” "But 
there isa world of difference.” he contends, “in the principles 
underlying that sort of control and national ownership.” Mr. 
Thomas does not adopt the narrow view that manual labour is the 
only essential to successful industry, and, with tegard to manage- 
ment, he has " every faith that men will readily be found who will 
act on behalf of the Government owners in successfully and skilfully 
Carrying uut those duties.” The Laboor Government will not seek 
toset upa new class warfare. It will fix the profits that can be 
esrmed at the factory, and at all other stages befora the goods get to 
the purchaser, and “there will be no profiteering.”.

Industrial Welfare. 

There ia so much © talk 
nowadaya of the relations exist- 
ing batwean Capital and Labour 
that it is interesting to learn of 
tha existance of the Industrial 
Welfare Society at Homa. Tha 
Saciaty is ona that was racently 
hrought into being by_a number 
af biz capitalists who realised 
that there is an intansely human 
sida ta industry and that the 
welfara af the labourers is of 
supreme importance to industry 
agawhale. Tho Duka of York is 
tha Presidentof the Society and 
at th® recent annual meeting in 
London ha said that the visits 
he had been able to pas to the 
various branches of industry had 
brought home to him mare than 
ever the vital necessity of en- 
couraging the human sida of 
industry. In that lay our greatest 
hopo of industrial peace. There 
was little doubt that the welfare 
srovement was attracting a great 
deal of attention, and the annual 
report of the Chief Inspector of 
Factories and Workshops, where 
he spake of the marked progress 
in the introduction of welfare 


conditions, and how the necesaity | . 


af a knowledge of the social 
health and welfare sides of in- 
dtustrial life was being brought 
hame to the employers, was 
mast interesting and encouraging. 
The importance of the welfare 
question lay in the fact that it 
helped the worker to free himself 
from the grip of the machine, and 
enabled him to make fuller use of 
his increased leisure. There was 
a ptewl industrial philosophy 
abroad with which capitalists 
muss identify themselves. The 
saving and brightening of the 
workers’ life should be, and musi 
eventually be, an industrial issue, 
and when the community realises 
shat that country is riches: which 
nourishes the greatest number of 
happy people, a big step will 
have been taken towards_the 
canteatmen:. and prosperity of 
the mation. Such a statemeas 
should da much to bring 
about industrial peace, aod the 
remarka of Sir William Beard- 
more are not lesa encouraging. 
Efe said that the Society was no: 
called upon to express an opinion 
as to the rights and wrongs of 
industrial troubles, buy they 
believed they were contributing 
to industrial happiness -by urging 
the importance of co-operation 
where co-operation tyas possible. 
Tfonly there could be an exten- 
sion of such ideas, and if all 
employers of labour would take 
a similarly enlightened view of 
things and foster the comfor: and 
happiness of their employees we 
should hear a great deal less of 
industrial unrest. 


The Brigadier-General. 


I: will be remembered that a 
short while ago an announcement 
was made that the War Office 
intended to abolish the rank of 
“ Brigadier General” but that 
subsequently it was given out 
that such abolition would be 
postponed until January Ist. of 
the coming year. In view of the 
fact that Hongkong is sa, 
intimately interested in’ Service 
matters we shall, we trust, 
readily be excused in giving the 
opinion of one: of the leading 
Home papers. The journal 
states:—" Many officers will be 
sorry tosee the rank pass, because 
of sentimental reasons, while 
others will lock upon its 
abolition, with equal regret: 
from more practical motives, for 
aspiration towards the rank of 
Colonel-Commandant is no: as 
keen a3 is the case where the 
rank entitles the recipient to the 
precedence and privileges’ of 
General rank. It iy contended 
by, those who favour the reten- 
tion of the rank that the title of 
Colorel-Commandact, besides 
being unimpressive, does nat pro- 
vide an adequate distinction 
between officers in command of 
well-defined regimental units 
and the officer in command of 
the group of different regiments 
comprising a brigade, and 
that the duties of a Brigadier 
in war-time are of such 
an onerous and responsible 
nature as to warrant the distinc- 
tion of General rank with attend- 
ant badges and crossed sword 
and baton and oak leaves in gold. 
The official reason for postpone- 
ment is thatits abolition on the 
date intended, which would have 
been coincident with the passing 
of the Army Council Act, ~£920, 
would have involved difficulties 
in the performance of their duties 
of existingthe Brigadiers-General, 
The cbange will bring the.

The 
months since the Armistice wWa> 
signed had been ag ruinons to 
Enropo as the war itself, and 
the only foundation oh which 
the “tuined 
rebuilt was tho Leggue. The 
acocess of tho Leagua could 
only be. achieved by admit- 
thirg their former enemies. At 
present the question of the 
League was shelved in America, 
but it did not seam possible they 
could long refuse Yo enter the 
Laague, which meant everything 
to humanity and the peace of the 
world. - 

A new spirit af br-therhood 
must spring up to heal the 
wounds of the warld, and without 
that nothing would be achieved. 
God gave this country victory 
so that this country might 
be the saviour of the 
crushed .and crippled = caun- 
tries that bad suffered by the 
war. He proposed a resolution 
in support of the Government in 
any steps to inake the League 
effective. 

Mr. T. W. Gillindes, prospec- 
tive Labour candidate for Ashton, 
seconded the motion, and said 
the object of thesa meetings was 
to engendér a spirit of inquiry in 
the people. The League must 
stand for the banivyhment of 
militarism at home as wellas in 
Germany, and there were signs 
that unless the nightmare of 
militarisny was removed there 
was danger ahead.
